VWnen the batteries arefUly dscharged, thegeen 
indicator toms off and the red chargng indcator (or indcators) light A charging indcator lights (breach charrber cortainirg battery VWnenAAA, AA, 
C, or D batteries are fully charged, Thechargirg indcator toms off. This is the end of the charging cytle.
